Act, 1055 (10 of 1955), and in supersession of ihe Rice (Uttar Pradesh) Price Control Order, 1959 
published with the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of r< od and Agriculture 
(Department of Food) No. G.S.R. 1420 dated iK- 23rd December, 1959, the Central Government 
hereby makes the following Order, namely 1— 

X. Short title, extent and commencement. —(1) This Order may be called the Rice 
Uttar Pradesh) Price Control Order, 1960, 

(2) It extends to the districts in the State of Uttar P a h.h specified in Schedule I to ihis order 

(3) It shall come into force on the 1st day of Ociober, i960. 

2, Maximum price* at which rice may be sold. — 1) The maximum prices m which 
Aiwa (Raw) and Sell ("Parboiled) rice of Grades I, II, IIA, II Special, III. IV and V 
specified in column (tl of Schedule If to this Order mav be sold in wholesale quantities in any 
locality to which this Order extends shall be as so. cified in the corresponding entries,— 

(a) in case the metric system of weight is in [orcc in such locality, in column (2) of Sche¬ 
dule II; 

(b' in any other case, in column (2) or column (3) of Schedule II according as the transac¬ 
tion 13 in terms of quintals or m 1 1 ids. 

(2) For the purposes of sub-Jause (ij,- : 

(a) the prices specified are exclusive of the cost of gunny bags; 

(b) a maund 13 equivalent in weight to S2 2/7 lbs. or 0-37 quintals; 

(c) ‘sale in wholesale quantities’means sale in quantities exceeding ten 111.ai1.2ds 013-73 

quintals in any one transaction; 

(d) ‘Grade I\ ‘Grade IF. ‘Grade IIA’, ‘Grade II Special’, ‘Grade III’. ‘Grade IV and 
'Grade V’ respectively mean mv one of the varieties of rice specified in Schedule 
III to this Order and included in the respective grade and produced in the district* 
shown against the variety concerned; 

<e) the prices specified are for fail average quality conforming to the specification pre¬ 
scribed in Schedule IV to this Order applicable to the respective grade ol nee; for rice 
below the fair average quality, the maximum prices shall In- determined by 
reducing the specified prices by the amount ol cuts indicated in the s.-.td specification 
applicable to the respective grade of rice.

XI—Definition of Various Items of Imfurtttes in Respect of Rice

of earth, mud, chaff, stem or straw, ] oilseed, cockles 
non-edaible grin:, and other foreign matter which is 
not covered by any other item of impurity. 

2. Brokens.Kernels which are less than i but not less than i of the 

full grain. 

3. Fragments • • ■ Kernels which are less than 1 of the full grain. 

4. Half-hulled and under-milled . Grams having small thin red streaks or their traces will 

be treated as half-hulled provided that these red streaks 
all put together, cover less than J of the outer space of 
kernel. 

5. Inferior.Inferior m grade, size, shape, colour, quality, cooking 

and taste to the quality of that grade. 

6. Red ..... Grains having i or more coating of red streaks Will be 

treated as red 

7. Damaged . ... Gram that is discoloured and spoiled by natural or 

un-natural factors such as, loose-water, excessive 
moisture, fungi, insects and pesst etc. 

8. Discloured .... Deviation in the colour of the grams from norma], 

generally caused by light showers of ram when the 
grams ts on the threshing floor, and also during the 
storage by excessive moisture or exposure to sun. 
Immature crop may also be responsible for dis¬ 
colouration of the grams 

9. Chalky ..... This rice is of milk-white or chalky colour and is 

opaque It is relatively soft, coarse in appearance and 
tends ot cook into a glutinous mass

10. Paddy ..... Rice from which husk is not removed or hulled out 

wholly or partly. If there arc traces of husks on rice 
it will be treated as paddy. 

11. Moisture ..... Foodgrains contain a certain amount of natural moisture. 

It varies from place to place, season to season and also 
according to the method of determination adopted. 
Grain should however, be sound, dry and in merchan¬ 
table condition so that it may keep well in storage with¬ 
out undergoing deterioration on account of excessive 
moisture and shall conform to limits provided in the 
Schedule of specifications.
